Peculiar Cases o f Po iso ning and 
Ho w 
They Hav e Resulted—The Claim 
That Is Usually Ma tie by 
the Dealers. 


Medical men gener ally, we believe, 
r egar d ice cr eam as Gue of the least 
har mful for ms of sweet food. 
Inva­ 
lids ar e per mitted by their physicians 
to eat it when ever y other sor t of 
sweet is absolutely pr oscr ibed; and, 
in health, ther e is pr obably no other 
kind of r efection mor e popular , par ­ 
ticular ly in the summer . 
It is an unquestionable fact, how­ 
ever , that ser ious and even 
fatal 
eases of 
poisoning 
occur almost 
ever y season fr om eating ice cr eam. 
On a r ecent Sunday, for example, in 
Syr acuse, N. Y ., fifty childr en wer e 
made danger ously ill as the r esult of 
eating ice cr eam which was sold on 
the str eets by an itiner ant vender . 
None of them died, bnt their escape 
fr om death in sever al instances is 
attr ibuted to the small quantity in 
which the ice cr eam was sold to each 
customer . 
Ther e was a suspicion 
that the late Judge Ehr iich died fr om 
the same cause. 
Ther e ar e two ways in which physi­ 
cians endeavor to account for the 
occasionally poisonous effects of ice 
cr eam: 
One is the pr esence in the 
compound of some distinct poison, 
used 
to color or to flavor the ice 
cr eam; the other is the development 
in the cr eam or milk of a peculiar 
chemical substance belonging to the 
ctass of poisons known as ptomaines. 
These r esemble in char acter the pe­ 
culiar 
poisons developed in dead 
bodies in the pr ocess of decay. 
In 
almost 
ever y instance of ex ­ 
tensive poisoning by ice cr eam con­ 
tr over sy has 
ar isen as to whether 
the deleter ious effects wer e due to 
these ptomaines, developed after the 
compound was pr epar ed out of whole­ 
some mater ials, or to noxious color ­ 
ing matter s or flavor s, the ptomaine 
theor y being adopted by the per sou 
r esponsible for making and selling 
the ice cr eam, and the independent 
poison theor y by the people who ha ve 
been made ill. 
A case of this kind came befor e 
the 
cour ts 
of 
this 
state some 
year s ago, and finally went to the 
cour t of appeals, wher e a ver dict of 
nine hundr ed dollar s was sustained 
against a fir m of dr uggists for sell­ 
ing to an ice cr eam manufactur er a 
cer tain pr epar ation of r ed color ing 
matter , designed to be used for giv- 
ing a pink tint to ice cr eam. 
The 
contention of the 
defendants 
that 
the poisonous effects of the ice cr eam 
thus color ed wer e due to ptomaines, 
was r ejected by the jur y, but per ­ 
haps this was not ver y str ange, inas­ 
much as the evidence in behalf of the 
defendants showed that ther e 
was 
ar senic in the liquid which they sold. 
Their expor t witnesses declar ed that 
the pr opor tion of ar senic was not 
lar ge enough to hur t anyone who 
ate the ice cr eam, 
but the jur y 
thought other wise. 
W e may add that the testimony, 
upon the tr ial of the par ticular case 
to which we r efer , tended to show 
that chocolate ice cr eam was the 
least likely of all kinds to be whose- 
some. 
It seems 
that ice cr eam 
maker s, 
when other sor ts 
of ice 
cr eam have gr own somewhat stale 
and unpalatable, can conceal the age 
and undesir ability of the compound 
bv the liber al use of chocolate.
